EOWING RYE,

Rye is n erop easily raised and is sub-
ject to fower cusunltios than wheat and
grows freely oh soils that will not
produce remunerative crops of other
grains, It may often be profitably sowu
fn the fall on light soils ms a kind ol
supplementary crop which may be used
for winter pusture when the ground s
frozen, and aiso be out for zorling in
oarly spring, when the green stubble
can ba turned under as a fertilizor for a
coming crop., On ground well adapted
to the culture of the sweet potato rye is
na excellent crop to precede it, and,
whether pastured or cut for soiling, the
remning of the rye when plowed under
will be of considerable benefit to the
root crop.  Then, if equal care ig taken
to turn under the sweet potato . vines
after the harvesting, successive crops
may be rised with but Jittle fertilizing
material other than what is furnished by
the rye and the potato vines, The
Intter contain much fertilizing matter,
whieh, if all saved, will go a good ways
toward making up for what is cartied off
in the tubers. The trouble in such cases
often is that the rye is so promising in
its appearance in the spring that the in-
ducemont to kMJ: it n few weeks longer
for the grain and straw is too strong to
permit of ita being plowed under for
green munure. While the amount of
fertility derived from the green rye
would not bo Iarge, the cost of the seed
would be small, and the seeding would
be done at a time when farm work is
not pressing. It would therefore seom
that such o use of Iand at a season when
it wonld otherwise be unemployed might
olten be advisable.--New York World,

with but oune variety, Paterson’s Vie-
toria potuso, a profuse bloomer, and at
that time in general cultivation i Hog- |
lsnd, In no single year was thore any
difference in the guality and waght of
the potato, nnd the average resulls
showed that there wus no gain derivable \

from this operation.

Thorough experiments were made in
Switzerland to test-the truth of this
theory. The many varieties of potatoes
grown in that country were subjectad to
the experiment, Tho test was carnvd
through several seasons in order to make
the result wmore accumte, At the close
ol the experiments the conclusion
reached did not corrobomte the theory
advanced by the German experimentoer.

The Evglishman, after reviewing the
axperiments mude in Switzerland and
those by himself, draws this conclusion: |

AROUT COOKING MEATS,

Tho orthodox rule for the cooking of
meat, fish and fowl is te allow a quarter
of an hour to every pound; yet this re-
cipe needs t3 be mixeéd with Dbrains.
Some families like rare, others well.done
meats; agnin, o joiot may be unusually
thick or remarkably thin. Agais, full-
grown and mwature meats, such as beel
und mutton, are best with the red gravy
oozing from them; while immature, or
white ments, such as lamb, veal, pork,
ote., are absolutely dangerous unless
done through to the bone. A good rule
in to allow twelve to filteen minutes, se-
cording to the taste of the family aod
the thiginess of the joint, for the conk-
g of every pound of beel and mutton:
fifteen to eighteen minutes for the cook.
ing of every pound of pork, veal, laml:,
bam, bacon, fish and every kiod of
fowl,

Accidents happen, however. The
oven may be tco hot or too cool, the fire
too slow aod- what not. So a cook
shonld learn to know by the appearance
of the meat itsell when it iy sutficiently
cooked, Howean this be done?! By
earcfully observing the appearance of the
meat around the centrs bone or bones.
11 the learner be in doubt, the blade ot &
knife can be run in about hall an inch
at the bone, sud the meat slightly ralsed
and carefully examioed for w moment or
two. After one or two trials this will
be found to be an infallible methed, It
it quite right that next to the bone beel
and mutton should be red and julcy, but
if the bee! be blue or the mutton has
that strange raw look peculiar to mutton
